REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance^ 
The remaining claims, as amended, are not deemed to conflict with the claims of 
7339055. Those patent claims have the acylation of the starting material zwitterion (the 
zwitterion as the HX salt) done "by maintaining the pH in the range 5.0-10.0 using an 
inorganic base to produce a compound of formula CXVI)", which is the zwitterion itself, not 
the salt thereof. By contrast, in the claims here, one begins with the zwitterion as the HX 
salt, and obtains the product (V) again as the HX salt, meaning that it cannot be done with 
added base or in that pH range. 

The remaining claims, as amended, are not deemed to conflict with the claims of 
7479556. The patent process as claimed calls for hydrolysis with wet isopropanol. Example 
2a here uses the isopropanol, but there is no mention of it being wet, nor is water present, 
and therefore, the patent process is not contemplated by this specification. In addition, the 
process claimed here as noted above has both the starting material and final product of the 
acylation, as the HX salt, neither of which is seen in the patent.
